Detroit, July+ 26.—Fight aldermen 


and the secretary of the common coun- 
ctl committees were arrested this aft- 
ernoon on charges of accepting bribes 
and conspiracy to accept a bribe for 
their votes and influence in the passing 
of a measure affecting city property 
recently transferred to the Wabash 
railroad. At least six other arrests of 
aldermen are expected at any moment, 
and it is believed that $8,700 passed 
hands in sums of from $100 to $1,000. 
The bribery was consummated and the 
arrests accomplished under the per- 
eonal supervision of Detective Willian 
J. Burns. 

The officials arrested are: 
Thomas Glinnan, president of the 
council], who tI!s alleged to have re- 
ceived $1,000; EK. R. Schreiter, Jr., sec- 
retary of council committees and also 
secretary of the American League of 
Municipalities, who !s charged with 
conepiracy to bribe and. agreeing to 
accept $500; Alderman Jvoseph 1. Thei- 
gon, said to have accepted $600; Alder- 
man Martin J. Ostrowski, alleged to 
have received, $200; Alderman Patrick 
O’Brien, conspiracy; Alderman Louisa 
Tossy, said to have received $200; Al- 
derman Frank J. Mason, Alderman 
Louis Brozo and Alderman Deimel, the 
last three being charged with accept- 
Ing $100 each. 

“Honest Tom” Confesses. 

Alderman Glinnan has long been 
known in city politics as “Honest 
Tem.’ When arrested this afternoon 
it is said he turned over $1,000 and 
made a complete confession.

CANCELED BY GOVERNOR: 


Macon Capitalist Returns to 
is Home—tTennessee Dis- 
trict Attorney Wires That 
He Interceded With Gov- 
ernor Hooper in Behalf of 
Georgian. 


Augusta, Ga., July 26.—W. J. Massee, 
the Macon, Ga., capitalist who was ar- 
rested yesterday at Spartanburg, S. C., 
on a requisition charging him with 
being a fugitive from Tennessee, today 
was released at Aiken, by Governor 
Please. The South Carolina executive 
received a telegram from Governor 
Hooper, of Tennessee, revoking’ the 
requisition in effect in that state. 

Governor Blease notified the magis- 
trate at Spartanburg to cancel the 
bond which he held for the return of 
Massee and the capitalist left at once 
for his home at Macon. 

Massee is wanted at Columbia, Tenn., 

connection with a 
R. M. Williams, of that city. 
Interview With Blease. 

The matter was presented to Gov- 
ernor Blease by Mr. Massee and his 
lawyer at 3 o’clock in the parlors of 
the Aiken hotel after Governor Blease 
had finished his speech at the cam- 
paign meeting in Postoffice park. 

Previous to the hearing and the re- 
ception of Governor Hooper's tele- 
Sram, Governor Bléase stated that his 
granting of the requisition would 
stand unless requested otherwise by 
Governor Hooper. Then he said the 
courts would have to settle it, as it 
had been taken up with the courts, and 
that he would not now even grant the 
hearing on the subject. 

Governor Hooper's telegram to Gov- 
ernor Biease was sent vesterday from 
Newport, Tenn. It did not reach Gov- 
ernor Blease until today. It was as 
follows:

“I believe the matter of stopping 
this flogging and beating,” said a lady 
whose tender heart has been touched 
with pity at the barbarous sights of 
Straining shoulders tortured by the 
cuts of a lash, “rests with the citizens 
after all. It is up to them, to use a 
Slamg expression, to enforce the laws 
and help the horses. 

Citzens Will. Have to Work 

“Of course I do not mean to let the 
police out at all. They should %e in- 
structed to use discretion, but to make 
a case wherever it was apparent that 
the driver was guilty of: brutal treat- 
ment But besides the. police, the cit- 
izens will have to work, too. They 
see many cases which the police will 
never See. Remonstration may be 
tried, and if that doesn’t do, why call 
an officer and let the citizen, if he has 
a human heart in his body, appear in 
police court on behalf of the poor ani- 
mals that cannot defend themselves.

Plain Municipal Neglect. 

Editor Constitution: The Constitu- 
tion’s laudable efforts to arouse sym- 
pathy for the condition of draft ani- 
mals during the hot weather brings to 
mind an instance of civic ingratitude, 
the narration of which may be of in- 
terest. 

About six or seven years 
1905, to be exact, a juvenile 
was organized in Atlanta under the 
leadership of my daughter, Fllen, then 
a child of nine years of age, for the 
prevention of cruelty to and the gen- 
eral protection of dumb animals. The 
society, on account of priority in Geor- 
Zia, was called the Alpha Band of 
Mercy, and later became affiliated with 
the American Humane society. The 
Band of Mercy was composed of thirty- 
five boys’ and girls, none over 14 years 
old. By a series of bazars, teas and 
similar entertainments a sum of money 
was collected amounting to over $100. 
It was decided that the purposes of 
the society would be well served by 
the purchase of a public drinking foun- 
tain for horses and smaller animals. 

Permission was sought and obtained 
the water board for the free use of 
from the city council to erect the foun- 
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tain and a permit was granted from 
water. The fountain, a sightly crea- 
tion in iron, surmounted with an orna- 
mental lamp, was ordered from the 
J. L. Mott iron works, New York, and | 
was directed to be shipped to Atlanta ; 
in the care of the:city engineer or, 
chief of construction, or whatever was { 
the title. of the official who had su-* 
pervision. over such matters. The } 
fountain was duly delivered at the city 
hall, and {Were it remained for nearly a

TO CHECK TRUNKS 


You May Have to Wait 45 
Minutes or More at Depot 
in the Future. 


How would you like to have to go 
to the depot three-quarters of an hour 
in advance of train time just to check 
your baggage, and then have to wait 
around about that long before your 
train departed? 

That is what you will have to do if 
the state railroad commission approves | 
a petition of the Atlanta Terminal 
Company, just filed and set for a hear- 
ing on August 29. 

Under the present rules of the rail- 
road commission, railroads are allowed 
a 15-minute margin in checking bag- 
gage; that is, if you want to he cer- | 
tain of getting your trunk on the 
train on which you are departing, you 
must check your baggage at least 15 
minutes before train time. If you fail 
in this you cannot hold the railroad 
company or the Terminal company, as 
the case may be, for failure to put 
your trunk on the train. 

Now comes the Atlanta Terminal 
cOmpany and says this does not allow 
it enough time; that it really takes as 
much as thirty minutes to get a trunk 
from its bagg2ge room to a train in 
the trainshed a couple of hundred feet 
Or SO away, and it is urging the com- 
mission to grant it this extended time. 

Should this be done it would necessi- 
tate a passenger, particularly if there 
was any rush of travel, in getting to 
the Terminal at least three-quar¢2rs of 
an hour, and perhaps an hour, in \ad- 
vance of train time, and after he 2gyt 
his trunk checked he could just wait 
around until the trarn went. 

The Terminal company says, how- 
ever, that this extension of time tis 
necessary, particularly on Mondays, 
when it sometfmes has as many as fifty 
or Seventy-five trunks to handle on one 
train; and it asks that the commission 
amend the rule so as to allow thirty 
minutes to get a trunk from the bag-
